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1. EMBASSY HAS RECEIVED POLLOWING AIDE MEMOIRE PROM DPA 
CONCERNING SUBJECT CONPERENCE: 

"DEPARTMENTS IN AUSTRALIA ARE GRATEPUL FOR THE EXPOSITION 
OP US' VIEWS CONTAINED IN THE NOTE RECEIVED ON 12 MAY 
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AND FOR THE OPPORTUNITY FOR CLOSE CONSULTATIONS ON THE 
63RD SESSION OE THE ILC. THE EMBASSY WILL BE AWARE OE 
THE IMPORTANCE WHICH AUSTRALIA ATTACHES TO THE CONTINUA- 
TION OE US' MEMBERSHIP OP THE ILO AND WILL KNOW THAT WE 
ARE ON RECORD AS HAVING SUPPORTED RECENT US' INITIATIVES 
IN THE ORGANISATION, NOTABLY DURING THE 20 1 ST AND 202ND 
SESSIONS OP THE ILO GOVERNING BODY. THE AUSTRALIAN 
DELEGATION TO THE I TERNATIONAL LABOUR CONPERENCE WILL 
MAINTAIN SIMILAR POSITIONS AND WILL BE LOOKING PORWARD TO 
A CONTRINUATION OF CLOSE CONSOLATION ON ALL MATTERS OP 
COMMON CONCERN. 

"2. TURNING TO THE SPECIPIC ISSUES DISCUSSED IN THE US' 

NOTE OP 12 MAY: 

"(I) ISRAELI RESOLUTION 

"AUSTRALIAN DELEGATIONS TO THE PAST TWO GOVERNING 
BODY SESSIONS HAVE SUPPORTED MOVES TO 'CLOSE THE BOOK' ON 
THE 1974 CONPERENCE RESOLUTION ENTITLED 'THE POLICY OP 
DISCRIMINATION, RACISM AND VIOLATION OF TRADE UNION 
PREEDOMS AND RIGHTS PRACTISED BY THE ISRAELI AUTHORITIES 
IN PALESTINE AND IN THE OTHER OCCUPIED ARAB TERRITORIES.' 

AT THE ILC THE AUSTRALIAN POLICY WILL AGAIN BE GEARED TO 
THE ACHIEVEMENT OP THIS GOAL. 

"(II) ARTICLE 17 AMENDMENT 

" AUSTRALIA AGREES THAT ARTICLE 17 OP THE CONPERENCE 
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STANDING ORDERS IS IN NEED OP AN OVERHAUL, AND SUPPORTS 
THE GENERAL THRUST OP THE AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED BY THE U.S. 
BECAUSE WE BELIEVE THAT IT IS ESSENTIAL TO MAKE EVERY 
EPPORT TO ENSURE THAT THE AMENDMENT IS PULLY PRACTICAL 
AND SO DRAPTED THAT IT WOULD BE LIKELY TO ATTRACT AS WIDE 
SUPPORT AS POSSIBLE WHILE ACHIEVING THE OBJECTIVE EN- 
VISAGED, WE COULD PREPER AT THIS STAGE TO RESERVE OUR 
POSITION ON THE ACTURAL WORDING TO BE USED. WE SUPPORT 
THE PROPOSAL THAT THIS MATTER SHOULD BE CONSIDERED IN 
THE STANDING ORDERS COMMITTEE. 

"(Ill) APPLICATION OP CONVENTIONS 

"AUSTRALIA SUPPORTS THE PROPOSITION THAT CASES OP 
NON-COMPLIANCE WITH CONVENTIONS SHOULD BE GIVEN EQUAL 
TREATMENT REGARDLESS OP POLITICAL, ECONOMIC OR SOCIAL 
SYSTEMS. 

"(IV) STRUCTURE 
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"AUSTRALIA AGREES THAT THE CONEERENCE COMMITTEE SHOULD 
CONCENTRATE ON ISSUES OEEERING THE WIDEST POSSIBILITY FOR 
AGREEMENT TAND THAT CONERONTATION EEFORTS DESIGNED TOEORCE 
ISSUES ARE LIKELY TO BE COUNTER-PRODUCTIVE. WE WOULD LIKE 
TO SEE A BROAD CONSENSUS EMERGE ON THE FUTURE PROGRAM OF 
DISCUSSIONS ON STRUCTURE. 
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(AS THE U.S. WILL BE AWARE, AUSTRALIA BELONGS TO THE 
ASIAN GOVERNMENT GROUP IN THE ILO, AND THAT GROUP HAS 
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CONSISTENTLY TAKEN THE POSITION THAT IT DOES NOT INTER- 
FERE IN THE AFFAIRS OF OTHER REGIONS. WE BELIEVE THAT 
THERE SHOULD BE NO DEPARTURE FROM THE PRACTICE 
OF REGIONAL ROTATION OF THE POSITION OF CHAIRMAN OF THE 
GOVERNING BODY. ALTHOUGH HOLDING TO THE VIEW THAT THE 
CHAIRMAN SHOULD AS A GENERAL RULE COME FROM THE RANKS 
OF GOVERNMENT, WE HAVE NO OBJECTION TO THE NOMINATION 
THIS YEAR OF MR. MORRIS. 

"(VI) SERVICE ON COMMITTEES AND PARTICIPATION IN DEBATE 
"AUSTRALIA WILL BE PREPARED TO SERVE ON CONFERENCE 
COMMITTEES WITHIN THE LIMITS OF THE MANPOWER RESOURCES 
AVAILABLE TO ITS DELEGATION, AND WILL EXPECT TO PARTI- 
CIPATE ACTIVELY IN THE PLENARY AND COMMITTEE DEBATES. 

IN DECIDING ITS ATTITUDE TOWARDS CHAIRMANSHIP OF COM- 
MITTEES, AUSTRALIA WILL BE GUIDED BY THE REGIONAL CON- 
SIDERATIONS WHICH NORMALLY APPLY IN THESE CASES AND, SO 
FAR AS ITS OWN DELEGATION IS CONCERNED, BY THE LIMITATIONS 
OF ITS MANPOWER RESOURCES. 

"(VII) CONTACT WITH OTHER COUNTRIES 

"THE AUSTRALIAN DELEGATION AT THE CONFERENCE WILL 
EXPECT TO CONSULT WIDELY ON CRITICAL CONFERENCE ISSUES 
WITH DELEGATIONS FROM OTHER COUNTRIES, NOTABLY THOSE 
WHICH LIKE IT ARE MEMBERS OF THE ASIAN GOVERNMENT GROUP."

GOVERNMENT ADVISORS SIR HALFORD COOK, SPECIAL LABOR ADVISOR

OF EMPLOYMENT; MINISTER TONY STREET WILL ALSO ATTEND THE 
CONFERENCE FOR ABOUT THREE DAYS; EMPLOYERS' REPRESENTATIVE 
MR. GEORGE POLITIES; AND EMPLOYEES' REPRESENTATIVE MR. FRANK 
SOUTER.
